ARE PURSUING 
THE DEFEATED 
TURKISH ARMY 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Tifus, 
Transcaucasia, 
May 5.— 


(Via Petrograd and London)—The 
pursuit of the defeated Turkish army 
under the command of Khali Bey 
in the Khori-Dilman region of the 
Caucasus, is being continued, accord- 
ing to trustworthy advices reaching 
Tiflis. 


This battle which has resulted in 


heavy losses for the 
Turks, 
began 


April 29 at Hantapta near Urumiah. 
In the beginning the Russians stood 
off the Turks, but the latter received 
reinforcements and on April 30 the 
Russians abandoned Dilman and en- 
trenched themselves at 
Magonzhio, 


the first village on the way to Khori. 
From this position they pounded the 
Turks with their heavy artillery un- 
til the arrival of Russian reinforce- 
ments. 
Three 
hundred 
refugees 


from Dilman have arrived at Julfa, 
just over the border in Russia, and 
1200 
more are on their way. The 


Russian consul here is taking meas- 
ures to prevent refugees from Urm- 
tah and Dilman entering the Cau- 
casus 


Nersus, the bishop of Tabriz, Per- 


sia, has arrived here. 
He describes 


the situation at Van as desperate 
Eight hundred Turks and a large 
number of Kurds are active there, 
destroying Armenian 
villages.

300 inhabitants of the 
village 
of 


Rashva, only three escaped.

the members of the Japanese lega- 
tion. 


Consular reports from all parts 


of the country announce the depart- 
ure of Japanese, or their concentra- 
tion at the Japanese consulates. 


There is a substantial opinion in. 


Peking that Japan may take action 
in regard to the non-acceptance 
oC 


her demands by China without wait- 
ing upon the issuance of an ultima- 
tum. 


The Chinese capital is remarkably 


quiet in the face ot what the Peking 
Gazette calls "the gravest peril in 
China's modern history." Most o£ 
the people of the city 
are 
going 


about their ousiness as usual, appa- 
rently with no knowledge 
of the 


problem which confronts their coun- 
try. 
They might easily be aroused 


hut the government has taken every 
measure to 
prevent anti-Japanese 


demonstrations. 


Only the educated upper 
classes) 


are kept informed of the progress of 
negotiations 
with 
Japan. Among 


them the feeling is intense but there 
have been no demonstrations, 
al- 


though reports have been received 
from southern cities that 
several 


men and one woman have committed 
sui^iue, declaring "they did not wish, 
to live to see China subjected." 


After the news was received yes- 


terday of Japan's proposed ultima- 
tum a cabinet council was held at 
the winter palace, the residence of 
President Yuan Shi Kai. The minis- 
ters were divided in opinion. 
The 


president asked questions but 
did 


not express his own views. Some of- 
ficials express the belief that China 
will surrender while others are of 
the opinion that she will offer all 
the resistance possible to Japan's 
demands.

with Yuan Shi Kai.
